He said he would 
never forget the treatment he receiv 
ed. | In the first place he had great 
difficulty in getting cars at all. On 
the run he was laid off at every sta- 
tion and made on an average nine 
miles an hour over the entire trip. 
At one place, near Wetaskiwin, he 
was held up for eight hours to load 
a gravel train. 

Mr, Webb stated that the bad runs 
and accommodation afforded by the 
C.P.R. caused such an enormous 
shrinkage in the cattle that it practi- 
cally wiped out any possibility of 
shipping at a profit. On the occa- 
sion of which he spoke his cattle lost 
150 pounds apiece, and he lost 
money. 

“Good transportation facilities and 
fair treatment is the whole thing,’’ 
said Mr. ‘Webb. 

Mr. Webb stated that 
hogs the price he could get for them 
was fixed. His method’ was to han- 
dle the hogs at jc per pound  com- 
mission, 
the benefit of a narrow spread be- 
tween the two prices. He attribut- 


ed the sudden rise in pork _ this 
spring to the fact that the farmers 
were busy seeding at the time, and 


would not leave their plough to mar- 
ket their hogs There wes also a 
small scarcity of fat hogs this spring 
which was a factor. He stated that 
the 44 price named by Mr. Vogel was 
‘a starvation price for the farmer,” 
when he was forced to pay 20c for 
the same hogs when converted into 
bacon by Mr. Vogel. 

Mr. Webb had no specific remedy

The condition of the hog in- 
dustry in this province was very un- 
satisfactory. His remedy was  gov- 
ernment canning and packing houses 
to ensure competition and prevent 
monopoly and pooling. 

With respect to the new packing 
plant at Edmonton, which, if it were 
true, was being puilt with American 
capital, he said that it was danger- 
ous to the farmer here as there was 
danger of the Canadian consumer be- 
ing enslaved by the American — beef 
trust. While it would be to their in- 
terest to keep the half million plant 
at Edmonton going, it would be in- 
finitely more to their interests to 
keep their plants worth millions in 
American cities, 

He referred to the work of the A.F. 
A., and made the remark that it was 
the feelimg among the farmers of the 
province that if the government fail- 
ed to get between the people and 
the man who declared he could starve 
to death the people of the province 
in ten days, it would be falling far 
Short of its duty and what was 
fidently expected of it. 

Reealled, Mr. Warner in answer to 
questions expressed the opinion that 
if the farmers went into the packing 
business on ‘a large scales they would 
injure themselves, as it would involve 
the neglect of their farm work. 

The witness emphasized his conten- 
tion that tite beef trade in Alberta 
was dominated by ja trust which 
raised or lowered prices at will. He 
advocated government ownership or 
control of the meat packing industry. 

W. I’. Stevens, secretary of the 
Farmers’ Association at Clover Bar, 
thought that the only way to solve 
the beef question was through the 
gvain question, in that the majority 
of farmers fatten their stoc&& on the 
grain which they raise. Taking into 
consideration the work and the a- 
mount of material used in bringing 
hogs up to a market standpoint, he 
was stre that the farmer could not 
produce them for less than five cents 
per pound, as it takes at least five 
pounds of grain to make one pound 
of pork. 

Mr. Stevens stated that the dairy 
business was being carried on success- 
fully by the government and that in 
his opinion the packing plants «ould 
be handled in a like manner, The 
government could Duild and cquto a 
plant and place it in charge cf a 
competent person and even tho ih the 
corporations did run up the pries soe 
government would be in a position to 
compete as long, if not longer, than 
a private corporation. 

'He showed by his own figures, that 
the packers are in many instauces 
making over 100 per cent. ani 
that there surely “was 
some method by which this amount 
could be cut down. Ee had cut upa 
245 pound hog in the same manner 
would and by selling 
it at from two to three cents below 
market price he had cleared $6.41 a- 
bove what he would have received had 
he sold it to P. Burns & Company. 
The same hog if it had been driven to 
market and shrunk five per cent 
would have netted the local dealer 
ever 100 per cent,

ing plant in operation, Mr. Stevens 
stated that from statistics he had ga- 
thered, the province could provide 500 
a day or over 13,000 a month. Tn 
conclusion he stated that he consider- 
ed this estimate very low and the 
very fact that there are so many far- 
mers coming from the States who 
want to raise bogs but cannot, ow- 
ing to the low prices, indicates that 
if there is something’ done to 
give a permanent market the supply 
of hogs would be materially increas- 
ed, 

Several other farmers were called 
and asked as to their views as to the 
best means of improving the condit- 
ion of the meat trade, and all expres- 
sed themselves in favor of govermment 
‘control.

There was a merry war on this morn- 
ing over the City Pound Bylaw. Mr. 
| Wapshott, the corperation Pound-Mas- 
| ter, had an interview with Mayor Mills 
| yesterday and at the Mayor’s urgent 
| request, as he states, and against his 
| own wish and judgment, appointed 
Hauber. He was requested to make a 
statement to the’ press that he had 
;madethe appointment. He also inform- 


ed Alderman Crawford and Elliott, the’; 


only aldermen at present in town, of 
his action, and they immediately order- 
;ed him tbat Hauber could not act if they | 
could prevent it, and they took the in-| 


out for Hauber and refused to sanction | 
the appointment. The Mayor and! 
Wanshott had an interview and his 
worship claimed that any other man| 


| would do as well as Hauber so long as | 
| he enforced the bylaw, but that it was | 
his sworn duty to enforce it and he! 
would do it at all hazards. 
Aldermen Elliott and Crawford take 
| che ground that the actions of Hauber, 
if persisted in, might involve the city in 
(a case for damages and they protett | 
| against any action that might so result. 
Wapshott put the finishing bubhiae | 
on the arguments in the case, by de-| 
claring that he will enforce the bylaw | 
in his judgment for the best interests of |
